“Why, we are 
borrowing 
s t a m p s from the senate 
now,” said Representative Rule. 
Representative Eschbach, Repubii- 
ean and minority floor leader, said 
of all policies that are penny wise, 
the one introduced by Sare was “the 
limit.” 
The lone hull moose member, Rep­ 
resentative Judk ins, said that the 
members of tin* legislature were poor­ 
ly paid and would not mak e enough 
to 
pay 
campaign 
expenses 
and 
should not he req uired to buy post­ 
age stamps. 
In the senate there was party strife 
regarding economy when Senator S. 
B. Fleming, chairman of the employ­ 
ment committee, reported the em­

minority leader, strenuously objected, 
hut the democrats said thi* brought 
the number up to that originally con­ 
templated at the opening of the ses­ 
sion.
